UASSACHUBKTTS  THU  FIRST  STATS  TO  ACT 

The  legislature  of  Massachusetts,  moved 
thereto  by  the  pe  uistent  efforts  of 
a  few  cnltured  and  public-apirited  citizens 
who  realised  the  imperative  need  and  de¬ 
mand  for  such  training  in  the  public  schools 
passed  an  act  in  1870,  making  drawing  oa* 
of  thu  studies  of  the  nubile  schools  end 
also  making  the  establishment  ot  free 
drawing-classes  for  adults  obligatory  upon 
all  towns  and  cities  containing  over  ten 
thousand  inhabitant*.  In  punuance  of 
this  law,  Mr.  Walter  Smith,  “  Art-master, 
London.”  was  invited  to  come  from  Eng 
land  and  introduce  the  new  study  into  the 
schools  of  the  city  and  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  He  was  appointed  State-director 
of  art-education,  and  general  supervisor  of 
art  in  the  Boston  schools.” 

A  State  Normal  Art  School  was  estab¬ 
lished,  the  special  purpose  of  which  is  to 
train  teachers  of  drawing  and  tbs  arts  of 
design.  This  is  ths  first  institution  of  the 
kind  established  in  this  country.  The  in¬ 
terest  felt  ie  shown  by  tbe  fact  that  500 
city  school  teachers  attended  these  draw 
ing  cl  Maes  la  Boston  in  1871  cad  030  in 
1878. 

“  In  hia  “Second  annua)  report  for  1878,”  I 
Mr.  Smith  refers  to  the  difficulty  of  ob¬ 
taining  trained  teachers  for  the  free  indus¬ 
trial  drawing-classes.  He  also  dwells
